To meet this difficulty this Epitome is written ; and as 
is especially compiled for the use of Prescribers, any notice 
f the Appendix of the British Pharmacopoeia is omitted, as 
sing foreign to the purpose, except so far as weights and 
leasures are concerned — the old symbols for ounce, drachm, 
ad scruple being retained. 

The nomenclature has been carefully abbreviated to an 
stent convenient in prescribing, without, it is hoped, 
inning any risk of confounding one substance or compound 
ith another. 

The Compiler is indebted in most instances to the works 
f Pereira, Garrod, Royle, and other authorities, for the 
utlines of the properties and uses of the various "Drow^ ^kA.
